Voting in any. ofthe proceedings upon Impeach- 
ments for Capital Offences, and the 4 of . 
proceedings adjuſted: Thar the Committee had 
agreed upon an Anſwer, to be returned to'the 
faſt Meſſage of the Houſe of Peers, touching their 
appointment of the Tryal of the Five Lords in 
the Tower to be on Tueſday next, together with 
Reaſbns for their inſiſting-upan their former Vote, 
which he read in his place, and afterwards de- 
Gerd the ſame in at the Clerks Table , hare 
the 
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the ſame were again read, and ſome amendments 
made at the Table:upon the Queſtion were agreed, 
and are as followeth. 


The Commons have always deſired that a good 
correſpondency, may be preſerved between: the 


two Houlcs, 


There is now depending between your Lord- 


| ſhips and the Commons, a matter of the greateſt 


weight, in the tranſaction. of which, your Lord- 
ſhips ſcem to apprehend fome difficulty in the- 
matter propofed. by the Commons, | 

To clear this, the Commons have deſired this 
conference, \ and by it they hope to. manifeſt tq 
your Lordſhips, that the propoſitions of the Houſe 


of Commons made by their Committee, in rela- 


tion to: the Trial of the Lords in the Tower, have 
been only ſuch as: have been well warranted by 


| the Laws of Parliament, and conſtitution of. the 


Government, and in-no ſort intrench upon the 
judicature of the Peers, but are moſt neceſſary 
to: be infiſted upon, that the ancient rights of Ju- 
dicature in Parliament may be:maintained. 

The Commons readily acknowledge that the 


crimes charged: upon the Earl of Pows Viſcount 


Stafford, Lord Petre, Lord Arundel of Wardour, 
and Lord Bellafis, are of deep guilt and call for 
ſpeedy Juſtice, Burt withal they hold any change 
of Judicature in Parliament, made without con- 
ſent in full Parliament, to be of pernicious con- 
ſequence both to His Majeſty and his Subjets, 
and” conceive themſelves obliged to tranſmit to 
their poſterity, all-the rights which of this I find 
they have received from their Anceſtors, by put- 
ting your Lordſhips in mind of the progreſs that 
hath already beeny between the Houſes in relati- 
on: to: the Propoſitions made by the Commons, 

ITY were and 
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and the reaſonableneſs of the pro poſitions then- 
ſelves, they doubt not to make it appear, that 
their aimes hath-been no other then to avoid ſuch 
conſequence, and preſerve that right, and thar 
there 1s no delay of Juſtice on their part, and ro 
that end do offer to your Lordſhips- the enſuing 
reaſons and narrative. 

That the Commons in bringing the Earl of 
Danby to Juſtice, and diſcovery of that execrable 
and Trayterous conſpiracy , of which the Five 
Lords now ſtand impeached, and for which ſome 
of their wicked accomplices have already under- 
gone, the ſentence of the Law as Traytors and 
| Murdercrs, have labored under great difficulties, 
it is not unknown-to your Lordſhips, that upon 
the Impeachment of the Houſe of Commons a- 
gainſt the Earl of Danby for High Treaſon, and 


other High Crimes, Miſdemeanors and offences, - 


even to the Common Juſtice of 'fequeſtring him 
from Parliament, and forthwith committing him 
ro. ſafe cuſtody, was then required by the Com- 


mons, and denyed by the Houſe of Peers, thongh 


he then ſate in their Houſe, of which your Lord- 
ſhips have been ſo ſenſible, that at a free confe- 
rence the Tenth of April laſt your Lordſhips de- 
clared, that it was the right of the Commons, 
and well Warranted by former preſidents of for- 
mer ages, that'upon an Impeachment of the Com- 
mons, a Peer fo Impeached ought of right to be 
ordered to withdraw ; and then to be commirted, 
and had not that Juſtice been denyed to the Com- 
mons, great part of this Seffion of Parliament, 
which hath been ſpent in framing and —_— 
a Bill, for cauſing the Earl of "Danby to appea 
and anſiver, that Juſtice from. which he was fled 


trad been ſayed and had been A for the pre- 
{crvation 
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ſervation of His:Majeſties Perſon, and the fecuri- 
ty of the Nation, and in proſecutionof the other 


Five Lords, neither had he had the opportunity 


of procuring for himſelf that Illegal Pardon, which 
bears Date the firſt of March laſt paſt, and which 
he hath now pleaded in Bar of this Impeachment, 
nor of waſting of ſo great a portion of the Trea- 
ſure of the Kingdom, as he hath done fince the 
Commons exhibited their Articles of Impeachment 
againſt him. 

After which time thus foſt by reaſon of the de- 
nial of that Juſtice, which of right belonged. to 
the Commons upon their Impeachment, 'the ſaid 
Bill being ready for the Royal Aſſent, the Earl 
of Danby ſurrendred; himſelf, and by your Lord- 
ſhips order of the Sixteenth of April laſt-was 
committed to the Tower, after which he” pleaded 
the ſaid pardon, and being preſt, did at length 
declare that he would rely upon and abide-by 
that plea,, which pardon pleaded being illegal 
and void, and ſo ought not to'bar or preclnde 


. the Commons from having Juſtice upon the Im- 


peachment. = 
They did thereupon, with their Speaker, onthe 
Fifth of May inſtant, in the Names of themſelves 
and of all the Commons of England, demand Judg- 
Tent againft the ſaid Earl, upon their Impeach- 
ment ; . not doubting bur that your Lordſhips in- 
rended, in all your procee1ings upon the Impeach - 
ment, to follow the. uſual courſe and methods of 
Parliament. | 
Bur the Commons were not a little ſurprized by 
the Meſſuage from your Lordſhips, delivered on 
the Seventh of ay; thereby acquainting them, 
that as well the Lords Spiritual as Temporall, 
had ordered, that the Tenth of AZay inſtant, my 
| e 
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be the day for hearing the Earl of Danby to 
make good his Plea of Pardon ; and that on the 
Thirteenth of May the other Five Lords Impea- 
clicd ; ſhould be brought to their Tryal : And 
that Your Lordſhips had Addrefſed to His Ma- 
zeſty for Naming a Lord High Steward, as well 
in the Caſe of the Earl of Danby; as of the other 
Five Lord? ; upon conſideration of the faid Meſ- 
ſuage, the Commons found that the admitting 
the Lords Spiritual to exerciſe Juriſdiction 1n 
theſe Cauſes, was an alteration of the Judicature 
in Parliathnent; and which extended as well to the 
proceedings againſt the five Lords, as againſt the 
Earl of Danby; and that if a Lord High Steward 
be neceflary 'upon Tryals on Impeachments of 
the Commons ;- the Power of Judicature in Par- 
tiament upon Impeachments might be defeated; 
by ſuſpending or denying a Commiſſion to Con- 
ſiittite a Lord High Steward. | : 

And thar the faid days of Trial appointed by 
your Lordfhips, were ſo near to the time of your 
faid meſſage, rhat the matters and the methods 
of proceedings upon the Trials; could not be ad- 
jaſted by conferences. between the two Houſes; 
before the days nominated; and conſequently the 
Commons could nor then proceed to the Trial, 
 uftleſs the zeal which they had for ſpeedy Jndg- 
ment againſt the Earl of Dapby, that ſv they might 
proceed to the Trial of the other Five Lords; 
thould induce them art this Juncture, both to ad- 
mit of the enlargement of your Lordfhips Jariſ- 
diftion, and fit down under thofe and many other 
hardſhips (though with the hazard of the Com- 
mons power of Impeachment for time ro come ) 
rather than the Trial of the ſaid Five Lords, ſhould 


be deferred for ſome ſhort time, whilſt thefe mar- 
ers 


ters might be agreed on and ſetled, for reconci» 
ling differences in theſe great and weighty mat+

After which the Commons communicated to 
your Lordſhips Committee, a vote of theirs (viz) 
that the Committee of the Commons ſhould in- 
fiſt upon the former Vote oftheir Houſe, and that 
the-Lords Spiritual, ought not ro have any. Vore 
in.any proceedings againſt the Lords in the Tower,

offered to debate the ſame , your Committee al- 
ways anſwered, that they had not any Power 
from your Lordſhips,' either. to confer upon or ts 
give any anſwer concerning that matter, and yet 
your Lordſhips without giving the Commons any 
ſatisfactory anſwer to the ſaid Vote, or permit- 
ting any conference or debate thereupon,and con- 
trary to the ſaid agreement, did on Tharſday the 
Fourteenth of May ſend a Meflage to the. Com- 
mons, declaring that the Lords Spiritual as well 
as Temporal, had ordered- that the Seven and 
Twentieth of this Inſtant May, be appointed for 
the Trial of the Five Lords, ſo that the Com- 
Mons cannot but apprehend, that your Lordfſhips 
have not only departedfrom what-was agreed on; | 
and in effect laid aſide that Committee, which 
was conſtituted for preſerving a good underſtand- 
ing betwixt the two Houſes, and betrer diſpatch 
of the weighty Affairs now depending in .

And the Commons are 
the rather induced to believe it ſo intended; be- 
cauſe the very. asking leave to withdraw; ſeems 
to imply a right ro be there; an4 that they can- 
nor be abſent without it; becauſe by this way they 
would have it in their power whether or no for 
the future, either in the Earl of Dandby's caſe or 
any other; they will ever ask leave to be abſent; 
and the Temporal Lords alike Power' of denying 
leave; if that ſhould be admitted once necetſſa-

 aly. The ſetting up a pardon to be a Bar of 

an Impeachment, defeats the whole uſe and ef- 

fe of Impeachments, or ſhould this point be ad- | 
mitted or ſtand doubred, it would totally diſcou- 
rage the exhibiting any for the furure,. whereby 
the. chief Inſtitution for the preſervation of the 
vefnmeny would be deſtroyed, and conſequent- 

Iy the Government it ſ{cIf, and therefore the caſe 

of the ſaid Earl (which in conſequence concerns all 

Impeachments) ought to be determined before 

that of the ſaid Five Lords, which is bur their 

particular caſe. 

And without reſorting to many Authorities of 
great Antiquity, the Commons defire your Lord- 
ſhips to take notice ( with the ſame regard they 
do) of the Declaration, which that Excellenr 
Prince King Charles the firſt of Blefſed Memory, 
male in this behalf in his Anſwer to the Nine- 
reenth Propoſition of both Houſes of Parliament, 
wherein ſtating rhe ſeveral parts of his regulated 
Monarchy, he ſays, the King, the Houſe of Lords, 
and<the Houſe of Commons, have each particu- 
lar priviledges, and amongſt thoſe which belongs 
to the King, he reckons of pardoning after the 
Enumerating of which and other his Prerogattves, 

- His fard Majeſty adds this again, that a Prince 
may not make ufe of his High and Perpetual Pow- 
er, -to the hurt of thoſe for whoſe good he hath 
it, and make uſe of the Name of publick neceiji- 

#-. ry 
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ty for the gain of his private Favorites and Fol- 
fowers, to the detriment of his People. 

The Houſe of Commons ( an excellent conſerve 
of liberties ) is ſolely intruſted with the firſt pro= 
poſitions concerning Levies of Monies, and the 
Impeaching of thoſe, who for their own erds 
( though countenanced by any, ſurreptitiouſly got- 
ren command of the King ) have violated that 
Law which. he is bound ( when, he knows it to 
protect and to the protection of which they were 
bound to adviſe him, ar leaſt not to ſerve bhimin 
the contrary. 

And the Lords being intruſted with the Judica- 
tory Power, are an excellent Screen and Banck 


| between the Prince and the People, to affiſt each 


againſt any Eneroachments of the other, and by 
juſt Judgment to preſerve that Law; which ought 
to be the rule of every one of the Three. There« 
fore the Power legally placed in both Houſes, is 
more then ſufficient to prevent and reſtrain the 
Power of Tyranny. | 
3ly. Until the Commons of Engiarnd have right 
done them againſt this Plea of pardon, they may 
juſtly appreherid thar rhe whole Juſtice of the

 4ly. An Impeachment is virtually the voice of

The Commons exhibited Articles of Im- 
chment, againſt the Earl of Danby, before a- 

ny of the other Five Lords, and demanded Judg- 
ment upon thoſe Articles, whereupon your Lord- 
ſhips having appointed the Trral of the ſaid Earl, 
to be before that of the other Lords. Now your 
Lordfhips having fince inverted that order, gives 
a great c#uſe of doubt to the Hou'e of Commons, 
and raifes a Jelouſhe in the Hearts of all the Com-

In the firit 
place, not only. Juſtice would be obſtructed in 
the caſe of tho'e Lords, but that they ſhall never 
have right done them in the matter of the Plea 
of Pardon, which is of ſo fatal conſequence to 
the whole Kingdom, and. a new device to fru- 
ftrafe publick Juſtice in Parliament.
